Washington Melean was born (n Cineln-
natl in 1810, andd it is searcely a fgure of
apeach to ndd that he was born s Democrat;

He obtained but & com-
mon school sduoation, and at an early age
was apprentioed to a machinist. He soon
ascgquired some property and became pro-
privior of s boller factory, He next se
cured large interests in a line of steam-
boats and finally jolned Mr, Farean in buy-
lng The Cincinoatl Enquirer, Mr, Mo
Lean soon took chief control of the policy
of the paper, and had already mnde It a
power when the olvil war came and
plunged him into embarrassments which,
however, had thelr humorous features,

In his jocular way Mr. MeLean often re-
marked that he “had & major general for n
proofreader,”  Cincinnati was practically
under military rule, and The Enquirer un-
der striet surveillance during the period
when Gen. Burnslde commanded that de
partment In his somewhat peenline way,
and that general often remd the proof sif
before the paper went to press, Mr, J:
